EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Little League 

With the closing of the Little League season here, it 
is perhaps worthwhile to take note of criticisms distri- 
buted across the country during the past few months. 

Basically, critics of Little League think that the game 
has turned into and adult’s game, with the children as 
pawns. Most agree that, left to themselves, with the min- 
inum amount of adult help, Little Leaguers would learn 
more about baseball and sportsmanship. 

We know that adult support is necessary, financially 
and in the managing and coaching. Hundreds of adults 
sacrifice thousands of hours of time to help the boys — 
and enough good can not be said about them. 

But we should all realize that lessons learned in Lit- 
tle League must all be good lessons; examples set for 
for the boys must be good examples. It’s important, for 
example, to set a good example for the boys in winning 
or losing — how to be happy about winning without gloat- 
ing; how to dislike losing without crying or anger. 

We have always liked Little League and the goals it 
strives to attain; we see no reason not to continue liking 
and supporting it. We do believe that officials of Little 
League everywhere need to constantly examine their ef- 
forts, to be certain that the League is being run exclusiv- 
ely for the benefit of the boys, and not to satisfy the ad- 


ults. 


Bonding Troubles 

From time to time the Selectmen, in considering gravel 
pits and the appropriate bonds to be provided by the 
operators, have mentioned the extreme difficulties sur- 
rounding ‘‘calling’’ the bond. 

Apparently there is so much legal red tape to be 
slashed that it is almost a hopeless effort. Yet, if it is 
practically impossible to call a bond — to get the bonding 
company to provide the actual cash to fix up a pit — 
what good are the bonds? 

It stands to reason that a pit operator will agree to 
provide bonds in almost any amount if he knows, and the 
town knows, that it is all but impossible to get hold of 
the money in case the restrictions placed on the pit are 


not followed. 

For that reason, the Selectmen have begun requiring 
the operators to put up some part of the ‘‘guarantee’’ in 
cash, or some other equally negotiable security. This 
has been done on the grounds that, if an operator actually 
has cash tied up in the pit, he will be more interested in

meeting the town’s requirements. 

We can’t help but wonder why the bonds are so hard to 
collect, or if there is some way to assure collection if 
necessary, before granting the permit. The town should 
not be left partially protected, under any conditions. And 
this may be what is happening now. For if the cash is 
only a portion of the total amount believed necessary to 
fix up the pit, and the remainder is in the form of a bond 
that probably can’t be collected, then the town is going 
to wind up with only part of the funds necessary to do 
the job. 

It has been suggested that gravel pit operators, prior 
to receiving their permits, be asked to sign a document 
indicating that there will be no defense against calling 
the bond; stating that this can be done at the discretion 
of the Selectmen. Perhaps some such statement, that be- 
comes part of the over-all agreement, would make it 
easier to get the bond money if such a step becomes 
necessary. It’s difficult to believe that there isn’t some 
way to make collection of the bond simple, when the 
town feels that it must step in to fix up an area left 
in poor condition by the pit operator.
